Although 
tae colege pres in a 1> 'ter I got yesterday, written Wednesday, pretends to know 
nothing about what A wrote him about, I also learned that he celled Skolniek in 
the day before and gave him hell and warned him never again to involve the school 
in his personal affairs. He appears to neve done ana said nothing new. At least 
I've Had no new reports. By now I suspect his ego is no longer dominant, his 
apprehensions are. But figure a crazy men like him. 

I have prepared the rough draft of an injunction 1 plan to file, if 
possible, in tne same court with tne intent of disassociating him from decent 
society before the DJ can clobber him end by association us.
